Of Washington Dies While Visit- 
ing His Sister In Clarksviile. 

Edward Cook Campbell died at che 
home of his brother in- aw, Mr. I P 
Gerhart, in Clarksviile, Tuesday af 
ternoon at 4:20 o'clock, after an ill 
ness of three months. 

Mr. Campbell was born in Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., Sept. 25. 1855. and re- 
moved :o Clarksviile with his pa- 
rents when quite young. He lived 
in Clarksviile until about the year 
1885. After attaining manhood he 
engaged in the practice of law at 
the Clarksviile bar and continued in 
that profession until he entered the 
field of journalism, which was always 
more in keeping with his taste and 
inclinations. He was for a few years 
editor of the Clarksviile Chronicle. 
He then removed to Jacksonville, 
Fla., where he did editorial work on 
one of the daily newspapers and re- 
mained there until about the time 
that his friend an.l schoolmate, Ru- 
fuB N. Rhodes, started the Birming- 
ham News, when he joined Mr. 
Rhodes in Birmingham and was for 
a number of years editor of that pa- 
per. After aevering his connection 
with the Birmingham News he went 
to Washington, D. C, where he had 
since been in the employ of the 
United States Government.— Leaf-

"Gentlemen— After having served 
continuously for fifteen years as 
postmaster of Guthrie, I feel a vic- 
tim of the 'one man' power and my 
connection with the office has served 
In view of this fact. I tender my 
resignation as President of the As- 
sociation, effective at once, and I 
have written tbe Hon. George 
Wilhelmi, first vice-president and 
postmaster of Newport. Ky." 

The one-man power to which Mr 
Balee refers is that. of Senator Brad 
ley, who has run his steam roller 
over Mr. Balee.

COTTON CROP BEAT RECORD. 



Worth $107,000,000 Less Than 
That of the Preceding Year. 

New Orleans, Sept. 6 —The cotton 
crop of tbe south far tbe year end- 
ing Aug. 31, 1912, according to 
statistics complied by H. G. Hes er, 
secretary of the New Orleans cotton 
exchange, exceeded that of the pre- 
vious year by 4.018.831 hales, yet its 
money value was $107,074,825 less. 
This was due as much to the low 
grade of the crop as to the decrease 
in the price resulting from overpro- 
duction. It was the lowest in grade 
of any crop for the past ten years, 
the average being strictly low midd- 
ling to middling, comparing with a 
slight shade under strict middling 
last year.

8nm« authorities Incite* to th« 
view that the Iron ace wae Inaugur- 
ated In Asia or In Africa. The Inves- 
tigations of recent years have pointed 

to the conclusion that It was not 
worked In Egypt until the ninth cen- 
tury before Christ, or In Libya until 
460 n. C; that the Semite adopted Its 
use still later, and that it has been 
lenown in Uganda only within the 
last flte or bIi centurlea. There are 
Chinese recorda of date about four 
centuries before Christ that mention 
iron. Bronte weapons were employed 
In China until about 700 A. D. 

It is thought that the metallurgy of 
iron must have originated in Central 
Europe, especially in Norlcum, which 
approximately represented modern 
Austria and Bavaria. Only at Hall- 
■tett and In Bosnia and Transylvania, 
from which countries the Achalana 
and Dorians are supposed to have mi- 
grated to Hellas, are found evidences 
of a gradual introduction of iron, at 
first as an ornament applied to the 
bronte which it ultimately replaced. 
Everywhere else iron was Introduced 
In no gradual fashion, a fact that 
implies a foreign origin. 

Meteoric iron was kpown in Egypt 
In remote antiquity, but no doubt it 
was worked as flints are worked, by 
cutting or chipping, and was not 
smelted. In other words, it was the 
metallurgy, not the knowledge of Iron, 
that originated in Central Europe.

Concerning the Mole.

EXPLAINS NOISE OF THUNDER 



Modam •ci.nee Asserts tha Bound la 
Causad by a tsrlea of 
Explosion*. 

Tlipre have been a great many dif- 

ferrnt theories about the caute of 
the noise we call thunder. Some 
•stage nations think it ia caused by 
the clouds knocking together in a 
storm and making a spark, like two 
pieces of flint, with a crackling 
sound at the same time. Not long 
ago, when electricity first began to 
j be understood, many persons be- 
jlieved that the lightning made a 
hole in the air as it passed along 
and that the rush of air to fill up 
this vacuum caused the noise, just 
as it is caused by the air nishing 
hack into the vacuum in a big can- 
non. 

The more modern theory, baaed 
on some remarkable experiments 
with very fluffy cotton that was 
made damp, ia that the intense heat 
of the electrical discharge instantly 
turns the surrounding vapor of the 
clouds into steam and causos an ex- 
plosion as sudden and fierce as gun- 
powder. Tt is the number and di- 
versity of these explosions that 
makes the crackling sound we hear 
when the thunder is close to us, 
which would not be the case if the 
cause were the air rushing into a 
single vacuum, as that would make 
only one big bang, just like a can- 
non.

A recent demonstration has prov- 
en that ostriches may be driven 
from place to place as successfully as 
sheep, cattle or horses. The experi- 
ment was made by a New South 
Wales ostrich farmer, who desired to 
transfer his fine flock of TO ostriches 
from his fnrm at Tetnora to an irri- 
gation area \iv had secured under 
the state at Yanco — a distance of 85 
miles. The birds hnd to 'be driven 
a considerable portion of the dis- 
tance, to be trucked by train for 
the remainder of the journey. The 
result of the experiment which was 
cond noted by careful, experienced 
drovers, showed that the ostriches 
proved easier to handle, if anything, 
than sheep, the method adopted be- 
ing to push them from behind. Many 
people imagine that an ostrich will 
kick if interfered with, and that 
consequently it is dangerous to get 
behind one, but though they do 
kick, they kick forward, like a cow. 
They can be pushed from behind 
with perfect safety. The birds were 
considerably alarmed by barking 
dogs enroute, and horses were equal- 
ly frightened of them, but there war- 
no mishap.

Will Kaap End of Rubbar Hoae From 
Splitting or Hot Water Bag 
From Looking. 

"Is tbore any possible way." askod 
the Sainmor Bride, "of heaping the 
cut end of a piece of rubber bose 
from "putting? Where It's forced over 
the end of a gas otove pipe, for In- 
stance? I know one really ought to 
have Iron pipe connections made by 
a gaa fitter, but sometimes one has 
to put up with rubber pipe aa a tem- 
porary convealenco." 
"I know." said the Little Wise Lady. 
! "Those things will happen sometimes, 
I and tbo quickset way of heading off 
trouble Is by using ordinary half-Inch 
adhesive, such as cones In little rolls, 
and to wind ('strap' Is a better word) 
several thicknesses of It around each 
end of the rubber hose, after It is 
forced into place on the stove or gas- 
pipe. It holds the edges firm and pre- 
vents the tension which cracks the 
rubber. Of course, one might us* 
rubber cement, but it's a fussy thing 
to tinker with, and there Is all the 
bother of waiting for It to dry. Ad- 
hesive—take It all together— la one of 
the most useful things to have around 
the house of which I've any record. 
Try It next time your rubber hot wa- 
ter bottle springs a tiny leak — two or 
three layers of it — of course making 
sure that the rubber surface Is dry 
If It Is slow to 
stick warm It slightly before apply- 
ing, and you'll have no more trouble."

Daintiest of Creamy White Ones May 
Bo Renovated In the Fol- 
lowing Manner. 

A sweater la one of the necessities 

of the wardrobe. No other wrap can 
take its place. The dainty woman al- 
ways prefers the creamy white ones, 
but often hesitates to buy because of 
the seeming difficulty of cleaning 
them. The following method simpli- 
fies that process, so that no one need 
hesitate to buy one on that account. 
Woollen blankets may be cleaned in 
the same manner. 

A quarter of a bar of a good white 
soap Is melted over the stove. To 
this is added about half a cup of am- 
monia Enough hot water Is run into 
the pan or tub to cover the sweater. 
The soap and ammonia are stirred 
In, and then the sweater Is placed in. 
With a stick on the top of a wash- 
board this Is stirred and turned until 
the dirt ia out. Rinse In several wa- 
ters, then lay on a slanting board to 
drain, but no not squeeze dry. 

There are several methods of dry- 
ing. One Is to fasten a sheet flat 
over several clothes lines and spread 
the sweater oa that In the sun.

l Meke Starter From Fresh Milk, Drawn 
In Most Careful Mannar— Keep 
at Low Temperature. 

The fermenta which produce a clean, 
! ecld taate In the cream are the ones 
that will produce a good flavor In the 
butter. It la beat to make a atarter, 
all thlnga considered. Make the atart- 
er from fresh milk, drawn In the moat 
cleanly manner from a cow which haa 
calved within the laat four montha. 
Put a couple of quarts or a larger 
quantity, If needed. Into clean Jara; 
cover to exclude the air, and keep 
warm, even as high as 90 degrees, for 
24 hours, when the milk, if normal, 
will be well loppered. If It Is not lop- 
pered It ahould not be used. If It is, 
skim off the top layer an Inch deep 
and use the sour milk below for your 
starter. Keep the cream warm until 
it la properly aoured, which la indi- 
cated by Its becoming thicker and 
with a pleasant aour taate. Do not al- 
low the cream to become over ripe. 
Churn just aa soon as it Is ripe enough. 
Do not fill the churn more than half 
full. Churn with an even, regular 
stroke. Add the starter at the rate of 
one pint to four gallons of cream. 

Cream for churning ahould be kept 
at a low temperature, thoroughly stir 
red when more la added, and 
ahould be put In for 24 hours 
churning. During thla time the cream 
ahould be allowed to warm up to 60 
or 66 degrees, and then cooled off to 
68 degrees three or four hours before 
churning. Unsatisfactory reaulta will 
be obtained by rapidly cooling or heat- 
ing the cream. For family use take 
one pint of buttermilk from the last 
churning for use aa a atarter. 

"Cream ready for churning." says 
Farm Dairying, "ahould have a clean, 
pleasant, allghtly aour taste and small ; 
ahould be the consistency of molasses 
and when poured be free from lumps, 
and have a smooth glossy appearance 
It ahould have from .6 to .66 per cent, 
acid and from 24 to 28 per cent, fat 
If churned In a barrel churn. Cream 
of thla richness yields about three 
pounda of butter per gallon." 



Imported goods. 
A special examination of seed of al-

— Wr?1i nnd 
scrape the carrots and cut In quarters 
lengthwise; then holding the quarters 
together place on a board and cut 
crosswlaa through the four quartera In 
one-half inch pieces. Boll twenty min- 
utes or until soft In Just enough water 
to cover. They are very nlc* prepared 
by the same recipe given for peas; and 
Ju*t before serving add two teaspoon- 
fuls of parsley finely minced to each 
pint of carrots. 

Peas and Carrots. — One cup of car- 
rota cut In small pieces as stated and 
two cups of shelled peas. Cook the 
carrots and peas together until soft. 
Drain; add four tablespoonfuls of 
cream and one tablespoonful of butter, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt and one- 
eighth of a teaspooonful of pepper. 
Heat over hot water and serve aa soon 
as hot. 

Peas Served In Turnip Shells. — Use 

the flat turnips for this dieh and 
chooae them near of a size.

Mix with half a 
teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon of 
soda and one teaspoon of baking pow- 
der, one cup of nuts (either almonds, 
English walnuts or pecans), a cup of 
raisins, a cup of milk and one-half cup 
of molasses. Wash, seed and dry the 
raisins and flour them lightly. Slice 
or chop the nuts fine, then add mo- 
latises and milk to the flour; mix well 
and quickly; add raisins and nuts; 
mix thoroughly again. Butter pud- 
ding mold, turn In the batter and 
boil three hours. Serve with lemoc 
sauea.

To wash the child's blue duck suit, 
shake It free of all outer dust, then 
dip it In cold water contalnlug ox-gall 
In proportion of a tablesponful to a 
gallon of water. Let the garment get 
almost dry, drying it in the shade;
